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A  CURIOUS  E.I.C.  RESTRIKE

Most  collectors  are  familiar  with  the  ‘two  in  one’  coin  which  can  be  found  in  a 
variety  of  different  forms  with  one  coin  being  struck  over  another  or  a  countermarked 
coin  or  a  ‘mule’.  Seldom,  if  ever,  would  one  expect  to  find  a  ‘three  in  one’  coin  but 
such  a  curiosity  came  into  my  possession  a  short  time  ago.  The  coin,  a  Victorian  six¬ 
pence,  has  been  overstruck  with  dies  from  two  different  E.I.C.  Madras  coins. 

Unfortunately  it  is  not  possible  to  date  the  sixpence  for  it  has  been  pierced  through 
the  last  two  numerals  of  the  date.  As  it  is  in  only  fair  condition  it  is  also  difficult  to 
determine  the  type  but  according  to  the  experts  at  Scaby’s,  for  who’s  help  I  am  most 
grateful,  it  is  probably  type  A1  or  perhaps  A2  which  would  date  it  between  1838  and 
1866. 
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The  dies  used  for  the  overstrike  are,  on  the  obverse  of  the  sixpence  the  obverse  of 
a  Madras  Northern  Circars  1/48  Rupee  1797  and,  on  the  reverse,  the  obverse  of  a 
Madras  XX  Cash  1808  (Pridmore  numbers  316  and  197).  With  the  diameter  of  the 
sixpence  being  20  mm.  and  that  ot  the  Madras  coins  being  approximately  31  mm. 
only  the  centre  part  of  the  designs  have  been  impressed.  In  the  case  of  both  Madras 
coins  this  comprises  the  Company  coat  of  arms.  Although  the  coin  shows  a  lot  of 
wear  the  dies  used  can  be  identified  without  too  much  trouble.  The  overstrike  on 
the  obverse  shows  the  value  48  quite  clearly  and  the  difference  in  design  of  the  1797 
issue  against  that  of  1794  can  also  be  seen.  The  impression  on  the  reverse  of  the  six¬ 
pence  shows  the  date  1808  and  although  barely  visible  a  comparison  of  the  size  and 
design  of  the  XX  Cash  of  that  date  confirms  the  origin. 

The  overstrike  on  the  obverse  of  the  sixpence  is  much  clearer  than  that  on  the 
reverse  and  whilst  the  dies  used  for  the  overstrike  have  been  carefully  centred  the 
striking  has  not  been  strong  enough  to  obliterate  any  of  the  design  of  the  sixpence 
The  wear  to  the  overstruck  design  and  the  original  is  comparable  and  this  factor 
together  with  the  apparent  weakness  of  the  overstrike  suggests  that  the  striking  was 
made  soon  after  the  issue  of  the  sixpence  when  it  was  still  in  mint  condition. 

It  is  no  surprise  that  the  two  Madras  coins  involved  here  were  struck  at  the 
Boulton  mint  for  we  already  know  that  a  lot  of  dies  survived  the  closure  of  that  mint. 
We  also  know  that  restrikes  were  being  made  by  Taylor  between  about  1862  and  1885 
although  there  has  not  been  any  evidence  that  he  was  involved  with  E.I.C.  dies.  With 
the  sixpence  dated  no  later  than  1866  and  Taylor  starting  his  work  on  restrikes  about 
1862  it  takes  no  great  stretch  of  the  imagination  to  believe  that  this  was  his  work  and 
perhaps  an  early  trial  striking.  What  would  be  more  natural  than  to  try  out  the  dies 
on  a  current  coin  ?  If  indeed  this  is  the  work  of  Taylor  then  other  similar  pieces  should 
exist  and  whilst  no  ‘mule’  can  be  found  recorded  of  these  two  dies  reference  to  Prid- 
more’s  ‘Coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations;  part  2  Asian  Territories  and 
part  4  India,  volume  I  reveals  mules  involving  one  of  the  coins  we  are  concerned 
with  here.  Under  Ceylon,  number  261  Major  Pridmore  list  a  mule  of  the  Madras 
1/48  Rupee  obverse  with  a  Ceylon  1/48  Rix  Dollar  obverse  1802.  This  coin  is  also 
included  by  Major  Pridmore  in  the  India  volume  page  268  number  377  and,  on  the 
same  page,  number  379,  is  illustrated  another  mule  with  the  1/48  Rupee  obverse 
coupled  with  a  Sierra  Leone  coin.  In  both  cases  the  photographs  show  that  the  1/48 
Rupee  is  for  the  1797  issue  which  suggests  that  the  same  die  was  used  for  overstriking 
the  sixpence  as  for  these  other  recorded  concoctions.  There  is  no  record  of  the  XX 
Cash  1808  die  being  used  to  fabricate  other  coins  although  Pridmore  records  another 
concoction  involving  this  coin  but  made  by  joining  two  halves  of  coins.  Perhaps  the 
die  broke  before  it  could  be  put  to  good  use! 

There  is  no  positive  evidence  that  Taylor  was  involved  with  E.I.C.  restrikes  with 
Pridmore  labelling  those  he  lists  as  ‘mule  concoctions  struck  at  a  later  period  and 
fabricated  for  sale  to  collectors’  but  it  does  seem  likely  that  he  was  as  active  with  these 
coins  as  he  was  with  some  of  the  other  coins  for  which  he  is  better  known!  Taylor 
obtained  dies  from  the  Boulton  mint  sale  in  1848  and  his  first  restrikes  were  probably 
made  around  1862.  As  the  sixpence  is  dated  no  later  than  1866  it  would  put  the  date 
of  this  ‘fabrication’  between  1862  and  1866  with  the  other  concoctions  using  the 
same,  or  similar  dies  at  around  the  same  time. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  sixpence  cannot  be  dated  more  accurately  but  the 
assumptions  made  here  seem,  to  the  author,  to  be  reasonable  and  the  coin  should  be 
recorded : 

E.I.C.  Madras  mule  restrike  obv.  obverse  of  1/48  Rupee  1797,  rev.  obverse  ot  XX 

Cash  1808.  Overstruck  on  a  Victoria  Y.H.  sixpence  (circa  1862  by 
Taylor  ?). 
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A  NORWEGIAN  PAIR

Any  European  coins  with  dates  between  1789,  the  start  of  the  French  Revolution, 
and  the  settlement  of  Europe  in  1814-1815  are  well  worth  a  special  study.  This  was  a 
period  of  extensive  political  upheaval  and  change.  The  two  coins  illustrated  are  very 
similar  bronzes,  both  originating  from  Norway,  yet  telling  the  story  of  one  such 
political  change. 

The  earlier  has  the  cipher  of  King  Frederick  VI  of  Denmark,  1808-1839.  The 
second  has  the  initials  of  King  Charles  XIII  of  Sweden,  1809-1818.  The  change  of 
ruler  from  Dane  to  Swede  being  in  this  case  due  to  the  Allies  rather  than  to  Napoleon. 

When  Charles  XIII  ascended  the  Swedish  throne  he  had  no  direct  heir,  so  the 
Swedes,  hoping  to  please  Napoleon,  chose  the  French  marshal  Bernadotte  to  be  their 
Crown  Prince.  The  choice  did  not  please  Napoleon  as  it  happened,  but  Sweden  gained 
for  herself  a  very  astute  statesman. 

Bernadotte  brought  Sweden  into  the  war  against  his  old  master  soon  after  the 
French  disaster  in  Russia  in  the  winter  of  1812,  whilst  Denmark  remained  allied  to 
the  French.  As  a  price  for  his  alliance  the  Allies  acquiesced  in  Bernadotte’s  move 
against  Denmark  which  resulted  in  the  Treaty  of  Kiel  of  January  1814,  whereby  the 
Danish  king  renounced  his  sovereignty  over  Norway  in  favour  of  the  Swedish  king. 

The  Norwegians  objected  that  a  whole  nation  should  not  be  disposed  of  in  this 
way  without  their  consent,  and  their  response  was  to  choose  another  Dane,  Christian 
Frederick,  as  their  own  king.  Unfortunately  Christian  Frederick  had  no  time  to  mint 
coins  of  his  own  before  the  Swedes  had  invaded  Norway  and  negotiations  had  forced 
him  to  abdicate  and  to  leave  the  Swedes  a  clear  field.  It  was  agreed  that  Norway  was 
not  to  be  absorbed  into  Sweden,  but  should  be  under  the  personal  union  of  the 
Swedish  king — rather  like  England  and  Scotland  between  1603  and  1707.  Norway 
was  thus  able  to  continue  to  mint  its  own  coins  right  up  until  the  repeal  of  the  union 
with  Sweden  in  1905. 


“WELLINGTON  MINT” 

COINAGE  AND  THE  PENINSULAR  WAR

If  Wellington’s  army  did  not  use  counterfeit  coin  what  coinage  was  in 
general  use  ?  Apart  from  his  account  of  the  “Mint”8,  Napier  provides  a  little 
information.  In  addition,  a  detailed  study  of  Wellington’s  correspondence  and 
despatches,  together  with  the  wealth  of  published  and  unpublished  memoirs 
and  letters  will  be  necessary.  I  am  able  to  provide  a  few  references  as  a  start. 

Napier  describes  the  position  prior  to  the  invasion  of  France  at  the  very  end 
of  1813  and  early  in  18 14. 9  Wellington  issued  a  proclamation  promising  pro- 
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tection  to  persons  and  property  and  it  was  eventually  agreed  with  the  navy 
that  this  extended  to  the  French  ships  in  the  rivers  the  army  crossed.  He  says 
that  the  licenses  given  to  French  vessels  were  granted  “only  in  hopes  of  drawing 
money  and  supplies  from  France,  and  of  interesting  the  French  mercantile  men 
to  aid  the  army;  but  he  feared  the  government  were  not  aware  of,  and  did  not 
feel  the  difficulties  in  which  he  was  placed  at  all  times  for  want  of  money,  and 
judged  his  measures  without  adverting  to  the  necessity  which  occasioned 
them.  .  .  .”  At  this  time  one  hundred  thousand  pounds  a  month  was  the  maxi¬ 
mum  in  specie  which  the  government  would  consent  to  supply,  a  sum  quite 
inadequate  to  his  wants.  Wellington  wrote  that  “it  might  be  true  that  the  supply 
of  one  hundred  thousand  pounds  a  month  had  been  even  exceeded  for  some 
time  past,  but  it  was  incontestible  that  the  English  army  and  all  its  departments, 
and  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  armies  were  at  the  moment  paralyzed  for  want 
of  money.  The  arrears  of  pay  to  the  soldiers  was  entering  the  seventh  month, 
the  debt  was  immense.  .  .  .  Indebted  in  every  part  of  Spain  he  was  becoming  so 
in  France,  the  price  of  all  commodities  was  increasing  in  proportion  to  the  delay 
of  payment.  ...  Of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  given  to  marshal  Beresford 
for  the  pay  of  his  troops  ...  he  had  been  forced  to  take  back  fifty  thousand  to 
keep  the  Spaniards  together,  and  was  even  then  forced  to  withold  ten  thousand 
to  prevent  the  British  cavalry  from  perishing.  Money  to  pay  the  Spaniards  had 
sailed  from  Cadiz”  but  had  not  reached  Corunna  by  January.  “And  when 
money  was  obtained  for  the  government  in  the  markets  of  Lisbon  and  Cadiz,  it 
came  not  in  due  time,  because,  such  were  the  admiralty  arrangements,  there 
were  no  ships  to  convey  the  treasure  to  the  north  coast  of  Spain.  The  whole  sum 
which  had  passed  through  the  military  chest  during  the  past  year  was  scarcely 
mere  than  two  million  four  hundred  thousand  pounds,  out  of  which  part  of  the 
subsidies  (to  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  governments)  had  been  paid.” 

The  use  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  coin  is  confirmed  by  the  examples  I  have 
come  across.  Lt.  Gen.  Sir  William  Warre  bought  a  horse  for  38  moidores, 
others  for  80,  50,  and  40  guineas;  the  first  in  1808  and  killed  at  Vimiero,  the 
others  in  1809.  Also  in  1809  in  Lisbon  the  hire  of  a  Valet  de  place  is  quoted  at 
800  reis  a  day  and  a  Valet  de  Chambre  at  4  moidores  a  month.10  The  Letters  of 
Private  Wheeler  contain  references  to  dollars.  In  October  or  November  1811 
men  were  almost  starving  for  want  of  provisions  and  sold  their  blankets  to 
purchase  food.  “The  Colonel  soon  discovered  by  the  size  of  the  knapsack  what 
had  taken  place,  and  several  men  were  punished.  My  comrade  had  sold  his  for  a 
dollar,  wffiich  he  paid  away  for  one  biscuit  about  three  quarters  of  a  pound 
weight,  but  wre  managed  to  cheat  the  old  boy.  My  blanket  was  made  into  two, 
and  to  make  it  appear  a  proper  size  we  had  folded  up  some  fern  in  it;  this 
answered  the  purpose  until  the  Battle  of  Fuentes  d’onor  when  of  course  we 
supplied  ourselves  with  good  ones.”  In  November  1812  there  w7as  an  incident 
when  the  baggage  was  attacked  by  enemy  cavalry.  Two  small  groups  who  were 
overlooked  killed  six  French  dragoons  and  found  and  shared  between  them 
632  dollars — 35  dollars  each.  In  July  1813  there  were  plenty  of  dollars  and 
other  things  after  the  battle  of  Vittoria.11  More  enterprising  soldiers  hammered 
flat  the  buttons  of  their  greatcoats  and  passed  them  off  as  coins. 12 

Finally  no  discussion  of  these  problems  would  be  complete  without  some 
reference  to  the  subject  of  the  Wellington  copper  tokens.  This  is  another  area 
which  is  in  need  of  further  research.  A  number  of  the  tokens  are  recorded  in 
J.  E.  Charlton’s  Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins  Tokens  and  Paper  Money 
under  nos.  200  to  224.  R.  C.  Bell  has  also  w7ritten  on  the  subject  under  the 
heading  of  “Pennies  issued  for  use  of  the  British  forces  in  Spain” : 
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“In  1812  the  British  Army  in  Spain  encountered  difficulties  through  a  lack 
of  small  change,  and  Sir  Edward  Thomason  records  in  his  ‘Memoirs’,  page  48, 
that  he  was  approached  by  J.  K.  Picard  who  was  acting  as  an  agent,  to  strike  a 
new  currency  for  the  use  of  the  troops  in  Spain.  They  were  to  be  of  the  value 
of  English  pennies,  but  were  to  be  distinctive  and  not  to  interfere  with  the 
coinages  of  the  British  or  Spanish  Governments. 

When  the  victorious  British  army  advanced  into  France  they  took  their  new 
money  with  them;  and  with  the  capture  of  Paris  and  the  Armistice  in  1814  the 
majority  of  the  Peninsular  veterans  were  transported  to  North  America  to 
continue  the  war  against  the  United  States.  Thus  Peninsular  pennies  were 
circulated  in  Canada  and  parts  of  the  States,  and  now  form  part  of  the  historical 
currencies  of  these  countries.”13 

A  plausible  explanation  but  one  which  makes  no  mention  of  the  many  half¬ 
pennies  and  which  needs  to  be  further  researched.  Indeed,  as  Bell  points  out, 
the  original  “Memoirs”  cited  seem  to  confuse  the  designs  of  the  halfpenny 
with  those  of  the  penny  and  must  therefore  be  questioned : 

“.  .  .in  1812  the  English  army,  then  in  Spain,  were  distressed  for  the  want  of 
smali  change.  I  was  applied  to,  through  Mr.  J.  K.  Picard,  of  the  great  lead  works 
at  Hull,  who,  I  understood,  was  appointed  the  agent,  to  obtain  a  peculiar 
coinage  to  pass  in  Spain  for  the  value  of  one  penny  English:  and  which  coinage 
was  not  to  interfere  with  the  coinage  of  the  English  Government,  or  with  that 
of  the  Spanish  Government.  It  was  resolved,  then,  to  have  on  the  obverse  the 
head  of  Lord  Wellington,  and  on  the  reverse  the  following  victories :  Battle  of 
Vimiera,  Passage  of  the  Douro,  Battle  of  Talavera,  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras, 
Battle  of  Albuera,  Capture  of  Badajos,  Battle  of  Salamanca. 

To  make  a  good  likeness  of  Lord  Wellington  for  this  coin,  Mrs.  Wellesley 
Pole  (wife  of  the  Master  of  the  Mint)  sent  me  a  wax  profile  ....  I  made  upwards 
of  2,000,000  of  these  pieces  in  copper,  which  passed  quite  current  with  the 
army.”14 

I  find  it  very  curious  that  these  coins,  which  would  have  invited  comment  as 
curiosities,  at  least  when  new  if  not  later,  are  not  to  my  knowledge  mentioned 
in  any  of  the  Peninsular  War  memoirs  or  correspondence.  But  then  there  are  a 
lot  which  I  have  not  looked  at.  Perhaps  someone  more  familiar  with  the  work 
of  Picard  and  Thomason  would  care  to  comment  ? 

I  hope  that  I  have  successfully  summarised  the  information  which  I  had 
collected  on  the  subject  of  Wellington’s  “Mint”  and  that  I  have  indicated  the 
directions  in  which  my  thoughts  were  moving.  I  look  forward  with  interest  to 
reading  further  contributions  from  other  readers. 

P.S.  Boots-boots-boots-boots-movin’  up  and  down  again!  As  for  Napoleon, 
I  was  always  taught  that  he  and  his  army  had  no  need  of  boots  since  they  all 
marched  on  their  stomachs !

Revue  Beige  de  Numismatique  1857  (3rd  series,  vol.  1)  pp.  313-4,  R.  Chalon 
“Pieces  a  retrouver-III.  Pieces  de  20  Francs,  frappees  par  Wellington  pendant 
la  campagne  des  Pyrenees.” 

M.  le  capitaine  Brialmont,  dans  son  excellentc  histoire  du  due  de  Wellington, 
rapporte  que  ce  general,  pendant  la  campagne  des  Pyrenees,  en  1813  et  1814,  fit 
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frapper  des  pieces  d’or  (de  20  et  de  40  francs  ?)  a  l’effigic  de  Napoleon,  pour 
eviter  la  depreciation  des  pieces  anglaises  et  faciliter  les  transactions  commcr- 
ciales  de  son  armee.  Le  fait  presentant  pour  les  numismates  un  interet  tout 
special,  nous  nous  sommes  adrcsse  a  l’auteur  pour  lui  demander  oil  il  avait 
puise  ce  renseignement.  Nous  esperions  y  rencontrer,  peut-etre,  des  details  sur 
cette  fabrication  et  surtout  le  moyen  de  distingucr  les  pieces  qu’elle  a  produites. 
Void  la  reponse  que  M.  Brialmont  nous  fit  l’honneur  de  nous  adresser  a  ce 
sujet:  “Le  fait  sur  lequel  vous  desirez  avoir  quelques  renseignements  se 
trouve  consigne  dans  le  dernier  volume  de  l’histoire  des  guerres  de  la  Peninsule 
par  le  colonel  Napier.  L’auteur  ayant  rempli,  jusqu’a  la  fin  de  la  guerre,  les 
functions  d’aidc  de  camp  aupres  de  Wellington,  j’ai  tout  lieu  de  croire  que  le 
fait  est  vrai.  Quant  aux  details,  vous  n’en  trouverez  point  dans  le  livre  dont  il 
s’agit,  ni  dans  aucun  autre  livre  militaire  de  cette  epoque.  Je  tacherai  de  me 
procurer  quelques  renseignements  en  Angleterre  (oil  jc  dois  me  rendre  a  la  fin  de 
la  semaine),  et  je  me  ferai  un  plaisir  de  vous  les  transmettre  a  mon  retour”. 

Nous  tiendrons  les  lecteurs  de  la  Revue  au  courant  des  renseignements  que 
nous  pourrons  obtenir  a  ce  sujet,  et  nous  les  invitons  de  notre  cote,  a  examiner  si, 
parmi  les  pieces  de  1813  et  de  1814,  il  ne  s’en  trouve  point  qui  avaient  quelques 
marques  particulieres.”

One  of  the  first  commissions  undertaken  by  Nicholas  in  the  year  1258  was  the 
appointment  of  a  coroner  at  Tunebrigge  (Tonbridge,  Co.  Kent?)  in  February  to 
replace  one  who  had  recently  died.  However  it  is  the  work  which  he  undertook 
between  May  and  August  of  that  year  which  gives  us  a  clear  insight  into  his  ability 
to  organise  or  make  the  fullest  and  speediest  use  of  an  already  established  organisation 
for  local  administration  which  earned  the  confidence  both  of  the  King’s  Court  and, 
a  little  later,  the  Council  established  by  the  Provisions  of  Oxford.  Sometime,  probably 
the  latter  part  of  April,  information  was  brought  to  the  king  to  the  effect  that  in  the 
county  of  Kent  “.  .  .  the  course  of  the  river  of  Niwenden  (Newenden  ?)  upon  which 
the  port  of  Rummenhale  (Old  ( ?)  Romney)  is  founded  is  diverted  by  inundation  of 
t  he  sea  to  the  detriment  of  that  port  and  town  .  .  .41”  Nicholas  was  appointed  on  May 
3rd  to  go  to  the  area  and  see  what  provisions  could  be  made  to  return  the  river  to 
the  port  by  its  original  course  or  another  and  to  remove  where  necessary  any  obstruc¬ 
tions  in  the  original  course.  It  is  obvious  that  one  man  on  his  own  could  not  undertake 
such  a  survey  and  if  proof  were  needed  then  surely  it  is  in  the  following  two  records. 
Fourteen  days  after  the  Rummenhale  appointment  Nicholas  was  appointed  to  make 
a  second  inquisition  into  a  robbery  and  homicide  at  Stapleford  in  Essex.  It  had  been 
claimed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  Peter  le  Juvene,  that  the  sheriff  took  the 
first  inquisition  by  persons  prejudiced  against  the  defendant  and  that  this  was  the 
reason  for  him  being  imprisoned.  If  Nicholas  found  for  the  prisoner  he  was  to  deliver 
him  from  the  prison42. 

By  June  21st,  despite  this  interruption,  the  king  had  received  the  report  on  the 
river  situation  at  Romney(  ?)  from  Nicholas  and  was  preparing  to  act  on  it.  To  save 
the  port  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  obstructions  from  the  old  course  of  the 
river,  dig  a  new  course  and  by  a  series  of  sluices  control  and  re-direct  both  the  river 
and  the  tidal  waters.  All  this  had  to  be  costed  both  from  the  point  of  work  and 
materials  but  also  from  the  point  of  compensation  for  those  who  would  lose  land  in 
the  path  of  the  proposed  new  water  way.  Once  more  Nicholas  was  ordered  back  to 
carry  out  this  costing  with  the  help  of  a  jury  of  24  knights  and  others  of  the  area.43 

Following  the  Parliament  of  Oxford,  the  Poitevin  half  brothers  of  Henry  III  and 
some  of  their  supporters  attempted  to  leave  the  country  taking  with  them  large  sums 
of  money.  Matthew  Paris  tells  of  a  large  amount  which  was  detained  at  Dover  and 
of  a  further  sum  recovered  from  the  Temple  in  London. 

On  August  18th  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  together  with  Richard  de  Clare  the  earl 
of  Gloucester  and  Hertford  was  appointed  to  enquire  into  these  happenings.41  By 
October  3rd  he  had  been  appointed  to  the  King’s  Bench  at  Westminster  together 
with  Roger  de  Thorkelby  and  Gilbert  de  Preston45  A  little,  less  than  three  months 
later  on  December  24th  at  Westminster  the  following  record  was  made  in  the  Patent 
Rolls : — 

“Appointment  during  pleasure,  by  the  counsel  of  the  magnates  of  the  council,  of 
Nicholas  de  Haudlou  to  keep  the  bishopric  of  Winchester  with  its  castles  and  other 
appurtenances;  with  mandate  to  the  tenants  to  be  intendant  to  him.  Present,  Richard 
de  Clare  earl  of  Gloucester  and  Hertford,  Hugh  le  Bigod,  the  justiciary,  John 
Maunsell,  treasurer  of  York,  Peter  de  Sabaudia,  Richard  de  Grey  and  others. 
Mandate  to  Gerard  de  la  Grue  and  Walter  de  la  Croce  to  deliver  to  him  the  said 
bishopric  and  the  castles  of  Wlveseye,  Farnham  and  Thanton  and  all  other  things 
belonging  to  the  bishopric”. 
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Nicholas  had  been  entrusted  with  the  guardianship  of  one  of  the  richest  sources 
of  revenue  in  the  country.  It  was  an  appointment  made  not  by  the  authority  of  the 
king  alone  but  by  a  council  of  the  most  powerful  magnates  in  the  land.  Why  then  was 
Nicholas  so  reluctant  to  take  up  the  appointment  ?  For  reluctant  he  most  surely  was. 
The  day  following  his  appointment  this  promise  was  issued  from  Westminster: — 
“Promise  to  the  said  Nicholas,  who  has  taken  the  keeping  much  against  his  will  to 
save  him  and  his  heirs  harmless  on  account  of  the  taking  of  the  same”. 

Was  he  at  heart  a  king’s  man,  troubled  by  what  he  secretly  considered  to  be  th 
usurpation  of  Royal  authority  ? 

Whatever  his  innermost  thought  may  have  been,  and  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the 
writer  to  embark  upon  the  futile  and  dangerous  exercise  of  putting  forth  his  own 
opinions  of  such  nebulous  matter,  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  was  to  hold  this  post  until 
April  22nd  1261. 46  During  the  whole  of  that  period  virtually  all  records  refer  to  him 
as  the  guardian  of  the  bishopric  of  Winchester  and  to  the  work  involved  in  the 
carrying  out  of  those  duties.  It  should  be  made  clear  to  all  who  read  this  that  the 
records  quoted  during  this  period  are  but  a  few  examples  of  the  variety  of  work  but 
not  of  the  work  in  its  entirety,  such  lengthy  dissertation  being  neither  necessary  nor 
desirable  for  the  expression  of  this  article’s  purpose. 

Sometime  late  in  1258  or  perhaps  early  1259  Nicholas  was  sent  as  the  king’s 
envoy  to  Germany  to  his  brother  Richard,  now  king  of  the  Germans.  It  would  seem 
to  be  the  one  and  only  time  that  he  was  called  upon  to  undertake  such  a  journey,  the 
money  for  which  was  loaned  by  a  certain  merchant,  John  Deusajude.  He  loaned 
Nicholas  40  marks  (£26.67p)  for  his  expenses  on  the  security  provided  by  Richard 
de  Clare,  Earl  of  Gloucester  and  Simon  de  Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester.  An  order  for 
the  repayment  of  the  money  to  Deusajude  was  made  at  Westminster  on  February  3rd 
1259. 47  What  was  in  the  message  that  Nicholas  was  carrying  is  not  known  but  this 
was  at  a  period  when  the  magnates  of  England  were  hoping  for  Richard’s  aid  in 
resolving  the  problems  of  Henry  Ill’s  “Sicillian  venture”. 

Henry  III  borrowed  the  sum  of  3,000  marks  from  the  citizens  and  merchants  of 
Florence  agreeing  to  pay  back  the  money  by  midsummer  1259.  Certain  of  the 
magnates  bound  themselves  to  pay  this  sum  in  the  event  of  the  king’s  default.  At 
one  time  both  the  Earl  of  Norfolk  and  the  Earl  of  Leicester  withdrew  their  support 
but  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  this  withdrawal  was  maintained.  It  seems  more 
likely  that  when  the  king  offered  for  the  security  of  the  magnates  the  issues  of  the 
bishopric  of  Winchester  and  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  as  guardian  was  able  to  make  the 
first  repayment  of  1,000  marks  in  May  1259  that  the  support  of  the  two  Earls  was 
regained.  Here  then  is  the  reason  for  one  of  the  first  duties  which  Nicholas  had  to 
carry  out,  namely  “to  appraise  by  the  oath  of  good  men”  the  extent  of  the  crops  of 
the  manors  of  the  archbishopric  of  Winchester  and  to  sell  everything  except  that 
which  was  needed  for  seed  and  maintenance.  The  order  for  the  survey  was  given  in 
March  and  the  result  was  that  the  final  payment  of  2,000  marks  was  made  in  July.48 
The  nobles  of  the  Council  in  the  same  month  granted  to  Nicholas  the  sum  of  £100 
per  annum  from  the  issues  of  the  bishopric49  (a  gesture  of  heartfelt  gratitude  ?  ?  ?). 
Ten  months  later  in  June  of  1260  having  heard  that  Nicholas  found  this  amount  in¬ 
sufficient  to  meet  his  expenses  the  king,  on  the  advice  of  the  Council,  increased  the 
grant  to  200  marks  (£133.33p),  an  increase  of  one  third.50 

One  entry  which  gives  some  idea  of  the  resources  for  which  Nicholas  was  res¬ 
ponsible  refers  to  a'grant  which  was  made  to  Henry  de  Wingham  when  he  was  bishop 
elect  of  London.  He  was  to  receive  from  the  Winchester  bishopric  5,000  sheep,  200 
cows  and  10  bulls  but  if  Aymer,  the  king’s  half  brother  recovered  the  Winchester 
bishopric  de  Wingham  would  have  to  repay  in  kind  or  in  money.51 
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Aymer  of  course  never  did  recover  the  Winchester  bishopric.  His  quarrel  with 
the  barons  forced  him  to  leave  the  country  in  1260,  and  eventually  John  Gervaise 
was  consecrated  bishop  in  September  1262. 

Throughout  the  years  of  1259  and  1260  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  continued  in  office 
as  the  guardian  of  the  bishopric.  His  duties  were  many  and  diverse  ranging  from  the 
raising  and  payment  of  large  sums  of  money,  enforcement  of  forest  laws  and  the 
giving  of  seisin  of  various  offices  and  stewardships  to  looking  to  the  comforts  and 
safety  of  the  king’s  huntsmen.  On  January  8th  1261  Thomas  de  Tytelington  was 
granted  the  office  of  usher  of  the  conventual  kitchen  of  St.  Swithun’s  Winchester 
The  mandate  to  give  seisin  of  this  office  was  sent  this  time  to  the  guardians  of  the 
bishopric.52  Five  days  later  Nicholas  was  instructed  to  go  on  eyre  for  all  the  pleas 
in  the  counties  of  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon.  The  date  given  was  “on  the  morrow 
of  Hilary  next”.  This  meant  in  fact  immediately  and  suggests  that  Nicholas  was  at 
Guildford  already  and  in  consultation  with  the  authorities  when  the  written  instruc¬ 
tions  were  set  out  there.53  Walter  de  Burges  was  to  complete  the  business  of  the 
bishopric  with  the  clerks  and  bailiffs  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  so  that  Nicholas  with  \ 
his  servants  could  answer  for  the  issues  at  the  Exchequer. 

On  February  11th  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  together  with  Nicholas  de  Turri  received 
a  further  commission  as  justices  in  eyre.  This  time  it  was  to  proceed  to  Cambridge 
and  to  investigate  the  judgements  carried  out  by  Giles  de  Argentein,  Iiervey  de 
Boreham  and  Laurence  del  Brok,  following  disturbances  which  had  broken  out 
between  various  factions  of  the  clerics  and  eventually  involved  the  lay  population 
also.  It  was  claimed  that  certain  parties  had  been  favoured  whilst  others  had  been 
victimised.  Feelings  were  running  high  and  the  newly  appointed  justices  were  ordered 
to  sort  things  out  as  quickly  as  possible  and  allow  the  punishment  of  the  guilty 
clerics  to  be  decided  by  the  counsel  of  the  University  and  not  the  hanging  or  mutila¬ 
tion  which  had  been  suggested  for  them !  Once  the  situation  was  under  control  they 
were  “to  cause  it  to  be  cried  by  the  sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  that  all  clerks  of 
the  said  counties  .  .  .  could  peacefully  pursue  their  studies  there  (Cambridge)  as  in 
former  times.”54 

At  the  beginning  of  March  the  orders  relating  to  the  business  of  selling  the  crops 
of  the  bishopric  of  Winchester,  saving  seed  and  maintenance  etc.,  were  addressed  to 
both  Walter  de  Burgess  and  Nicholas  de  Haudlou.55  They  were  now  recognised  as 
joint  guardians.56  Six  weeks  later  Walter  de  Burgess  would  be  the  sole  guardian16  and 
Nicholas’s  term  of  office  ended.  The  reason  for  the  termination  is  not  clear  and  one 
is  left  to  assume  the  possibility  that  his  services  were  deemed  to  be  of  greater  value 
in  other  spheres  of  administration  of  which  the  Cambridge  episode  might  be  seen  as 
an  example.  Be  that  as  it  may,  on  June  18th  1261  the  same  Gerard  de  la  Grue  who,  || 
eighteen  months  previously,  had  delivered  the  keeping  of  the  bishopric  into  the 
hands  of  Nicholas,  now  received  instructions  from  Winchester  that,  in  association 
with  John  de  la  Lynde,  he  should  examine  the  bailiffs  and  Jurors  of  the  bishopric 
that  Walter  de  Burgess  would  send  to  him  that  he  might  know  how  Nicholas  de 
Haudlou  and  his  men  had  dealt  with  the  issues  and  the  people  of  the  bishopric  whilst 
it  had  been  in  his  hands.57  There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  Nicholas  had  been 
anything  but  honest  in  his  dealings.  Perhaps  it  was  that  it  should  be  seen  that  no 
man,  no  matter  how  great  his  reputation,  could  set  himself  above  the  processes  of  the 
law.  If  this  were  so  then  it  is  likely  that  no  man  more  than  Nicholas  welcomed  the 
inquiry. 

For  the  next  three  years  the  records  fall  strangely  silent.  If  Nicholas  de  Haudlou 
was  at  work,  and  his  past  efforts  and  achievements  would  suggest  that  he  was,  then 
nowhere  does  he  appear  to  be  mentioned  by  name.  It  is  not  until  April  13th  126458 
that  his  name  re-appears  in  a  document  issued  from  the  king’s  court  at  Nottingham 
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and  I  believe  is  connected  with  the  circumstances  mentioned  earlier  when,  for  once 
in  his  life,  integrity  may  have  of  necessity  been  sacrificed  to  expediency.  Nicholas 
held  his  lands  in  Kent,  a  part  of  the  country  at  that  time  firmly  in  the  control  of  the 
baronial  party.  Who  is  to  say  that  he  did  not  have  some  sympathy  with  at  least  part 
of  their  demands.  They  for  their  part  had  shown  their  approval  of  him  in  the  past. 
I  think  that  at  this  time  and  stage  ol  political  tension  and  situated  where  he  was  he 
had  little  choice  but  to  throw  in  his  lot,  no  matter  how  temporarily,  with  the  armies 
of  Simon  de  Montfort.  That  is  why,  when  on  April  11th  1264  the  city  but  not  the 
castle  ot  Rochester  fell  to  de  Montfort,  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  was  there  in  support 
of  the  beseiging  armies  and  why  the  Nottingham  letter  instructed  that  land  at 
Lenham  (Co.  Kent)  “late  of  Nicholas  de  Haulo”  and  worth  £20  a  year  should  pass 
to  the  use  of  Sir  John  de  Rokesle. 

The  seige  of  Rochester  was  raised  by  the  king’s  armies  to  be  followed  almost 
immediately  by  a  disastrous  defeat  at  Lewes.  An  equally  dramatic  turn  of  events 
brought  final  victory  to  Henry  Ill’s  supporters  at  Evesham  in  August-1265.  Through¬ 
out  the  whole  ,of  this  period  there  is  ample  evidence  of  Nicholas  continuing  in  office 
and  administering  justice.  Three  months  after  the  battle  of  Evesham  he  was  in¬ 
structed  to  head  an  inquiry  and  resolve  the  contention  that  had  arisen  between 
Gilbert  de  Clare  and  Roger  de  Leyburn  over  the  ownership  of  the  good  and  chattels 
of  sixteen  manors  occupied  by  them  in  the  county  of  Kent  following  the  battle  of 
Evesham.  It  was  a  lengthy  business  and  it  is  possible  that  they  found  against  Gilbert 
de  Clare,  for  in  September  1266  the  Abbot  of  Tintern,  John  le  Bretun  and  any  that 
they  wished  to  associate  with  were  instructed  to  enquire  what  the  bailiffs — or  those 
declaring  themselves  to  be  the  earl’s  men — had  carried  away  during  the  time  of  the 
‘late  disturbances!59  In  November  1268  Nicholas  was  still  being  instructed  to  enquire 
into  and  mete  out  justice  to  men  who  in  the  time  of  ‘the  late  disturbances’  had 
‘feathered  their  own  nests’  in  the  name  of  Gilbert  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Gloucester  and 
Hertfordshire.60  In  the  intervening  time  most  of  Nicholas’  work  seems  to  have  been 
concerned  with  deciding  whether  what  had  been  declared  murders  were  in  fact  acts 
of  self  defence.  Therefore  it  seems  ironic  that  his  own  son  should  become  the  subject 
of  such  an  inquiry.  In  February  1267  William  Bonquer  was  to  enquire  by  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  sworn  men  of  Kent  whether  John  de  Haulou  killed  Henry  Thorenger  in 
self  defence.61  Nicholas  may  not  have  been  in  a  position  to  participate  directly  in  such 
an  inquiry  but  can  it  be  coincidence  that  some  one  who  must  have  been  at  the  very 
pinnacle  of  his  profession  was  given  the  brief.  In  1268  Bonquer  was  awarded  500 
marks  out  of  the  payments  of  the  king’s  debts.  He  already  had  grants  of  £90  per 
year  from  various  issues  and  at  the  Exchequer.  In  1271  the  king’s  chaplain  would 
hold  houses  in  Westminster  of  his  gift.  Yet  it  was  June  1268  and  at  the  instance  of 
Roger  de  Leyburn  before  Nicholas  de  Hadlou’s  son  received  his  pardon62  and  one 
cannot  help  but  wonder  if  Roger  de  Leyburn  had  a  long  memory! 

The  last  entry  in  the  records  directed  to  the  person  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlou 
appears  in  the  Patent  Rolls  for  20th  October  1268  where  once  more  he  is  asked  to 
enquire  into  a  violent  death.  We  know  from  an  entry  for  February  13th  1269  that 
his  verdict  was  self  defence.  Soon  after  this  we  must  assume  that  the  life  and  career 
of  Nicholas  drew  to  a  close.  His  land  at  Lenham  was  never  returned  to  him  but 
neither  did  he  suffer  the  confiscation  of  his  other  property.  In  1275  an  Inquisition  in 
the  Hundred  of  Wy  in  the  county  of  Kent  was  held  before  Sir  Stephen  de  Pencestre 
and  Sir  Ralph  de  Sandwyco63  It  recorded  this  about  Nicholas: — “Sir  Nicholas  de 
Hautlo  was  a  rebel  and  on  the  side  of  the  earl  of  Leicester  at  the  seige  of  Rochester 
castle;  his  land  in  the  said  hundred  is  of  the  yearly  value  of  100s.,  but  was  never 
seized  into  the  king’s  hand;  Richard  his  son  now  holds  it.” 
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In  the  second  volume  of  the  Inquisitions  of  Edward  I  p.  279  No.  469  one  may 
read  as  follows : — 

Writ  25.  October  11.  Kent.  Extent.  Friday  before  St  Edmund  the  king  and  martyr. 
II  Ed.  I  “Strete.  The  manor  (extent  given)  including  a  messuage  at  Corundale  and 
an  aldermanry  in  the  city  of  Canterbury  called  the  aldermanry  of  Redegate,  held  of 
the  king  in  chief  together  with  lands  etc.,  which  Lady  Cecily,  sometime  the  wife  of 
Sir  Nicholas  de  Haudlo  now  holds  in  dower  and  with  the  lands  which  Sir  Salomon 
de  Rolf  (a)  holds  for  life  of  the  gift  of  the  said  John  de  Haudlo,  by  service  of  two  knights 
fees  .  .  .  Lady  Cecily,  mother  of  the  said  John,  holds  141^  a.  land  in  dower  and 
47s  2d  rent  of  assize,  service  etc.  John  his  son  aged  12  at  Easter  last  is  his  next  heir”. 

The  above  lands  were  still  held  by  the  Haudlo  family  at  least  as  late  as  20  Ed  III 
as  they  were  among  the  Kent  assessments  to  knight  the  Black  Prince.  A  Nicholas  de 
Hadlo  was  at  the  manor  of  Street  (alias  Court  op  Streete)  and  a  John  Hadlow  at 
Crundale.64 

There  can  be  very  few  people  with  an  interest  in  the  medieval  coinage  of  this 
country  who  have  not  at  sometime  passed  through  their  hands  a  ‘Long  Cross’  coin 
of  Henry  III  bearing  the  reverse  legend  nicole  on  cant  .  .  .” 
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Front  Cover 

The  denarius  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  was  struck  by  the  moneyer  L. 
Hostilius  Saserna  in  48  b.c.  at  the  Rome  mint.  The  moneyer  was  a  Caesarian  and  the 
type  commemorates  Caesar’s  victories  during  his  command  in  Gaul.  The  portrait  is 
of  a  Gaulish  warrior  and  the  shield  behind  his  head  is  of  Gaulish  style.  There  has 
long  been  a  tradition  that  this  portrait  is  of  Vercingetorix,  the  chieftain  of  the  Arverni 
whom  Caesar  defeated  and  captured  in  52  b.c.  at  Alesia.  Vercingetorix  was  held 
prisoner  in  Rome  until  45  B.C.  when  he  adorned  Caesar’s  triumph  and  was  subse¬ 
quently  put  to  death.  As  Vercingetorix  was  held  in  Rome  during  the  striking  of  this 
coin  it  seems  conceivable  that  it  is  his  portrait  shown  here.  The  coin  is  listed  under 
C1026.

Two  of  my  specimens  have  clear  names  of  Muhammad  Shah  and  two  have  partial 
Arkat  mint  names.  One  has  the  regnal  year  15  and  the  other  two  may  have  the  same  (or  possibly 
19).  Unfortunately  for  Mr.  Gibb’s  fascinating  theory  neither  regnal  year  would  bring  us  to  the 
vital  years  a.d.  1742-46.  Dr.  Ian.  G.  It7.  Pickering.

Pound  squared?  The  pound  in  your  pocket  could  soon  be  square,  yellow,  heavy — and  a 
coin.  For  inflation  is  giving  the  poor  pound  note  a  battering. 

The  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  representing  almost  250,000  store  owners,  wants  to  And 
out  if  £1  coins  are  the  shape  of  pounds  to  come.  Mr.  Alwyn  Stubbs,  the  chamber’s  executive 
officer,  said:  “The  £1  note  is  going  the  way  of  the  old  10  shilling  note  and  being  used  as  nothing 
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but  small  change.  It  reflects  the  effect  of  inflation  because  nowadays  £1  notes  are  wearing  out 
as  fast  as  the  10  shilling  note  did  when  it  was  in  circulation.  Once  the  £1  note  was  worth  some¬ 
thing  and  you  kept  it  in  your  wallet.  Now  it  goes  nowhere,  is  used  more  often,  and  its  life  is  that 
much  shorter”. 

The  government  has  asked  the  chamber  for  members’  views  on  revising  the  coins  of  the 
realm  to  include  a  25p  and  £1  coin,  which  would  be  square.  The  Bank  of  England,  which  prints 
the  country’s  notes,  said:  “The  life  of  a  pound  note  nowadays  is  about  10  months  and  has 
always  been  less  than  a  year.  The  old  10  shilling  note  lasted  only  five  or  six  months  but  mtro- 
dusing  a  £1  coin  would  need  a  lot  of  discussion  and  decisions.  There  are  no  plans  to  introduce 
the  coin  at  the  moment,  but  if  inflation  were  to  return  to  the  rate  of  a  couple  of  years  ago  it 
would  be  a  definite  possibility”. — Manchester  Evening  News ,  August  llth.
